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NOTES FROM AMSTERDAM

Dear fellow-members of NI, My congratulations to your fine work 
in obtaining new members for NJ during the past two months. You 
have perceived that it is not such a tough job to find interested 
collectors prepared to join such a fine club as NI. I will be 
more than happy to donate the $25.00 to the treasury that I recent- 
ly proposed and it is beginning to look like it will be much earlfer 
that the December meeting deadline. 

Of the 8 members I sponsored into NI, 4 are Dutch - among them two 
juniors - and the other four are from Japan, East Germany, Czecho- 
slovakia and the United States. The latter is a special case and 
has inspired this article; take Curtin, the son-in-law of my name- 
sake and fellow collector, Mr. Vandervoort of Rapid City, South 
Dakota. Mr. Vandervoort of Rapid City is no longer a young man 
and has stopped his numismatic activities, giving part of his col- 
lection to his children and grand-children.

Thanks to international numismatic contacts 
from which so very often warm personal friendships develop, Mike 
not only showed me Mount Rushmore, but also the country of the 
Sioux, the land of the Indian books I devoured in my boyhood. 

Last fall Mike was transferred to the Vietnam war theater and we 
Continued exchanging letters and taped messages. I also included 
in one of the tapes a message to his buddies there. I know they 
are fighting a nasty war for my freedom as well as yours and I 
thought it would do no harm if somebody, a devoted friend of the 
U.S. , geographically living just between the U.S. and Vietnam, 
should say a few kind and encouraging words to them. Through. this 
correspondence and friendship, I am happy to have sponsored Mike s 
membership into NI’s fraternity of world-wide numismatists. 

Now, I am. happy to announce that I can keep my promise given last 
year art the many club meetings and conventions I attended. I will 
return to the U.S. again this year. Next August I will attend 
both the OIN and ANA Conventions in California and of course, I will 
include Dallas in my itinerary.

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U.S. AMBASSADOR TO. THE NETHERLANDS 
ACCEPTS HONORARY MEMBERSHIP IN OIN

At an official ceremony at the Hague in the Embassy of the United 
States of America cn January 12, 1968, I had the pleasure of pre- 
senting Honorary Membership Card Number Che of the Organization 
for International Numismatists (OIN) to His Excellency, the Honor- 
able William R. Tyler, Ambassador of the United States to the 
Netherlands. 

In my capacity of Representative for the Netherlands for OIN, I 
reported to His Excellency the unanimous decision of the Board . of 
OIN to grant him an honorary membership. I also reported to him. 
that this was done in appreciation for his interest in the activi- 
ties and aims the OIN strives for and also for his message to the 
Convention last August in Los Angeles, delivered by. myself, which, 
beyond any doubt, added an extra dimension to the significance ox 
such an international meeting. 

Following is the actual record of the presentation and His Excell- 
ency’s acceptance: 

"And so, Mr. Ambassador, I have the honor and the privilege to hand 
you at this moment Honorary Membership Card Number One in the Organ 
ization for International Numismatists. In congratulating you for 
this so well deserved distinction, Mr. Ambassador, I am proud to 
welcome you now as a fellow in the international, and I stress the 
word "international", fraternity of numismatists." 

(His Excellency accepted as follows) 

"I would really like to thank you personally and I would like 
through you to thank most sincerely the Organization for Inter- 
national Numismatists for this honor. 

I have had great pleasure in following your trip through tne United 
States last year and I value the wonderful book which you were kind 
enough to give me and in which you recorded so many of the scenes 
which were significant during your trip. 

It was not until I came to the Netherlands that T have become , fully 
aware of the role which numismatics, that is covering both coins 
and medals, has played in the history of the Netherlands. It is. 
possible to trace back the history of the Netherlands through coins 
and medals right to the Middle Ages and it is one of the most fasc.i. 
ating aspects of the illustration of history that I know. Although 
I am not an expert, I am very deeply attracted by the whole area 
which you represent with such distinction. So, once again, I shall 
treasure this reward and particularly the spirit in which this d lr - 
t inch ion was conveyed to me. You are very attained and honest are 
I wish to express once again my deep appreciation.
